Not Possible to Tell What Amount Will 


Come From Inheritance Tax. 


There are many people in Decatar who 


are personally interested in the operation 
of the Inheritance tax law. 
The Spring- 


field Journal says it is not possilbe to 
make an estimate of the amount of moot; 
the Inheritance tax, which was declared 
constitutional by the supreme court on 
Tuesday, will bring to the state. In only 
one county, Adams, has any effort been 
made to enforce the law since it was de- 
clared to be unconstitutional by the Uook 
county court, and the result Is that little 
of the money which should have been col- 
lected during the past two years will find 
Us way into the treasury. 


The amount that will be recovered from 


estates which were administered on white 
the impression prevailed that the law was 
not good, will depend on the manner in 
which the various county collectors go 
about enforcing the law. None of the es- 
tates that have gone Into the courts sines 
the law went into effect have been finally 
settled, but at the same time many of 
them have been put in such shape that it 
will not be possible to get anything from 
them. In any event the ooUeetlons are 
likely to be contested and there la little 
prospect of any immediate revenue com- 
ing into the treasury on account of the 
estates which have heretofore been thrown 
into the courts. In all oases hereafter, 
the tax will be collected immediately. 


The people who are Interested in fight- 


ing the. inheritance tax have slated ttot 
they will carry the case to the supreme 
court It is not expected by the friends 
of the measure that they will be able to 
.get the case into the federal court. The 
questions Involved ore not such as haw 
to do with the constitution of the L*nit«d 
States, and as the matter Is purely local, 
the decision of the state court will proba- 
bly stand.

KILLED BY A FALLING TIPPLE. 


Twenty-Two Men and Boys the Victims of 


an Accident at a Tennessee Altne. 


Plnokney, 'lenn., May 14,—The new 


tipple sixty-foot high at Ore mines here 
collapsed this morning, killing ten men 
and boys, and seriously injnrina several 
others. 
The killed are: Jose Reming- 


ton, Cal Killburn, Wm. Killbnrn, Jim 
Brown, and the 11-year-old son of Brown, 
Cal Morris, Biohard Hardwiok, Landin 
Harris, Matt Crow and Jim Crow. The 
seriously injured are: Bill Sims, George 
Gambel, Cype Qambel, Alex Odill, Wm. 
Kllpatriok, Joe Newtos, Denny Brown, 
two McKlmorea and M. Christian. The 
six killed each leave a wife and from one 
to five children. Those seriously injured 
have broken legs, arms, crushed blps and 
internal Injuries. Fully half are injured 
fatally. 
All the victims were on the tip- 


ple when it collapsed. Only two escaped. 
One jumped fifty feet to a tree, receiving 
only slight scratches. The other jumped 
to the ground alighting on bis feet. The 
cause of the collapse Is unknown. The 
structure was tested f u"r a month ago 
and there Was only a small weight on It 
when it fell. The mines belong to Craig 
McLanahan. 


FOR STEALING A HOUSE. 


The Government Brings a Strange Action 


at Peorla. 


Peorls. May 14.—Charles P. Edminstsr 


of Tlskllwa, Bureau county, was brought 
to this city for arraignment before United 
States Commissioner

chargad with stealing a two-story frame 
house from the United States government, 
tho house having been situated on the 
right of way of the oanal »t Pond Greek 
station, now known as Wyanette.

All the men who 
bad been engaged with him in its removal 
on May 3 were included In the com- 
plaint, but Edminster shouldered all the 
responsibility, and gave bond for his ap- 
pearance at the next term of the United 
States circuit court. 


Washington. May 11.—President Mc- 


Klnley last night cabled to Consul Gen- 
eral Lee at Havana to procure at once 
from all the American consuls in Cuba 
information up to date as to the exact 
conditions existing on the island and to 
forward it to Washington without delay. 
This^actlon on the part of the president 
makes it clear that he is contemplating 
sending a message to congress dealing 
with the Cuban situation. Just how soon 
this message will go In will depend alto- 
gether how long it will take to secure the 
information from Cuba which Is wanted. 
A member of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee of the senate said last night that be 
believed that the president's mind was 
made up to recommend action which 
would relieve the situation in Cuba, but 
before doing so be wished to know just 
what the conditions on the Island are at 
the present time. His reason for this is 
to assure himself that there has been no 
material change from the situation as por- 
trayed in the reports of American consuls 
received a short time ago. 


"These reports," said the senator, "are 


appalling in their character. They are 
far worse than any reports which I have 
seen published In any of the leading 
American newspapers that had represen- 
tatives on the island. They are well-nigh 
incredible. It would never do to publish 
them, for it they were published there 
would be no restraining the American 
people. A's far as the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the senate Is concerned, you can 
say that it is now a unit for action."

It 1« a Synonym for Deflation and 


Horror. 


The Dead sea, in Palestine, is even 


more horrible in character than Salt 
Lake; its water is heavier—lying: as it 
does in a desert, and the Dead sea has 
been for ages the very synonym for deso- 
lation and horror. One of Use roost re- 
markable things about the Dead sea 
is its lowness. Its surface is 1,308 feet 
below the surface of the Mediterranean. 
If a channel should be cut to connect 
the Mediterranean with this great val- 
ley it would be filled with salt water to 
a height of over 1,300 feet above what 
it is at present. That would have a 
very ameliorating effect on the climate 
of that whole country. 


Lake Geneva, in the Swiss Alps, which 


encircles the Castle of Chillon, has 
water of the most exquisite sapphire 
blue, from the presence of particles oi 
glacier mud, distributed through the 
water in Infinitesimal size, and in such 
very small quantity as not in any way 
to detract from its clearness. 


Interlaken, Switzerland, was once a 


single lake which has been gradually 
cut into two by a stream delta. The 
whole plain on which the town lies is 
delta. Eventually, though very slowly, 
the lakes will be obliterated by the 
growth of this great Interlaken delta. 


Among modern lakes the most mod- 


ern of any size is the one found in 
Japan, du.5 to the earthquake of 1890. 
It was a narrow valley, with a little 
stream flowing in it. The earthquake 
threw up a transverse breast of eaith 
that made a dam at the lower end of the 
valley; the water backed up a mile in 
width for several miles in length and a 
new lake was formed before our eyes. 
—Detroit Free Press. 


Loaded with Titles. 


Francis Joseph, emperor of Austria, 


king of Hungary and Bohemia, duke of 
Galicia, count of Tyrol, etc., bears a 
heavier load of titles than any other 
sovereign in the world. His titles ag- 
gregate to an average of more than one 
to every two years of his age, and he is 
going on to 70.
